Before you can use the battery pack, you must charge it 
using a special battery charger (not supplied, available at 
your local RadioShack store). Follow the charger's 
instructions to charge the battery pack. You can install 
and use alkaline batteries while the battery pack is 
charging. 



1. Slide ON/OFF on the bottom of the vehicle to OFF. 

2. Use a coin to move the battery compartment's latch 
in the direction of the arrow to OPEN until it stops. 

3. If you are using the alkaline battery pack, use a coin 
to loosen the screw on the supplied battery adapter 
cover, and remove the cover.
